It vill be nice to be act by either you or Bo or both of you, and 
I thank you again for your very kind invitation of hospitality. 

There are two reasons for writing you now. One is that 2 had hoped 
your letter would contain same comments with respect to the C-52 machine 
I asked for in icy letter of 28 January, to which there has been no direct 
answer. I imagine that you received that letter because of your reference 
to the Candela book which was mentioned in itfa next to the last paragraph. 
However, in order to avoid any possibility of Misunderstanding I include 
herewith a copy of the letter, the second and third paragraphs of which 
I would be pleased to receive com comment upon before I leave here.

If you answer this letter immediately, I will probably get it 
before taking off a week from today but maybe you bad better send me 
a telegram about the radio sets and perhaps you could include a word 
about a loan of a C-53 so X could arrange for its air transportation 
before Z depart. 

X have not seen Stu fear some time but have had an exchange of 
letters about six weeks ago when X asked him for some advice with 
reference to securities and there was nothing to indicate that he was 
at "odds” with you.
